¢ New York, Dec. 22.—A cable to 
the Hetald this morning from 
lxondon qeioted this despatch 
from, thé correspondent of the 
Daily Express at Geneva : 
““The German offensive on the 
Riga-Dvinsk front has complete- 
ly failed. Field Marshall Von 
Riatesburg has been forced to 
retire before. Russian counter-at- 
tacks, after burying his cannon 
and abandoning an enormous 4 
mount of material. 

“The Germans, unable to cross 
the Dvina, have suffered heavily. 
five German divisions have re- 
treated on Tukum, against which 
the Russians are advancing. A 
sahguinary battle is in progress 
near Uxkull.’’ 


VARNA --REPORTED TAKEN 
BY THE RUSSTANS 


“Varna, the Bulgarian port cap- 
tured by Russia, i8 & fortress, 
seaport, departmental capital, 
and episcopal city of Bulgaria. 
It is situated on the Bay of 
Varna,, an inlet of the lack 
Sea. It has a_ population of 
37,155. It is built. on the hilly 
north side of the bay overlook- 
ing the estuary of the iiver 
Devna or Pravadi, which flows 
seaward through a magnificent 
valley, surrounded by mountains. 
It is the eastern terminus of 
the: Varna-Rustchuk railway, 
opened in 1867, and is connect- 
ed with all parts of the king- 
dom by branches of this line. 

The so-called ‘Varna quadrila- 
téfal,”” which has played an im- 
portant ,part «in Bulgarian imili- 
tary history, consists of the 
fortresses. of; Varna, Shumla, 
Rustchuk and Silistria. Varna 
i¢*the third city of the kingdom 
in population, after Sofia aad 
Philippopoplis, and. ranks with 
Burgas as one of the two prin- 
cipal seaports. Its deep and ca- 
pacious bay is sheltered from 
northerly and northeasterly 
winds, and the ,construction of 
modern harbor works has great- 
ly increased the facilities for 
trade. The principal exports are 
cattle and dairy produce, grain, 
lamb and goat.skins, and cloth ; 
the. imports include coal, iron, 
and machinery, textiles, petrol- 
eum, and chemicals. In 1907 the 
port was entered by 869  shivs 
of 926,449 tons, the “largest 
number of vessels being’ Bulzar- 
ian, and the greatest tonnage 
Austro-Hungarian. Wine is large- 
ly produced in the department, 
and in the city there are brew- 
erfes, distilleries, tanneries, and 
cloth factorics ; cotton spinning 
Was introduced by a _ British 
firm. There is a large and com- 
mercially ,important colony of 
Greeks ; the Jews, Turks, 
yipsies,are also numerous. Much 
of the city has been constructed 
since 1878, and the barracks, 
post-ofhce, college for girls and 
National bank are 
modern buildings. Near Varna is 
the summer palace of the king 
of Bulgaria. 

Varna has been identified with 
the ane¢jient Milésian colony of 
Odessus on the coast of Moesia 
inferior. It figures largely in the 
history of more recent times, 
and close by was fought in 1444 
the battle im: which Murad II. 
slew Wladislaus III. of Poland 
and Hungary, ‘and routed his 
forces commanded by Hunyadi 
Janos. Varna was occupied in 
1828 by the Russians, in 1854 
by the allies, who here organ- 
ized the invasion of the Crimea, 
and in 1877 by the Egyptian 
troops summoned to the defence 
of Turkey, against the Russians. 
By the treaty of Berlin (1878) 
it was ceded to Bulgaria. It has 
long been the seat of a Greek 
métropolitan,,and since 1870 of 
a Bulgarian, bishop.

It may not 
be even recognized as such by the 
owner of the birds but when trouble 
works itself into the flock and birds 
drop off one by one, there must be 
cause that is working its way slowly 
but surely. If the flock is fairly well 
scattered, has lots of room at night 
and is not allowed to crowd together 
isolated cases may come without very 
yxreat harm, but when a good case of 
even heavy cold gets into a bunch that 
are obliged to huddle together at 
night, and they get neglected so that 
their vitality is impared, there are 
very good chances that the trouble 
will go through the whole outfit and 
although its marks may not be very 
apparent afterwards surely the same 
birds might have been some better 
had they been able to go through with- 
out any delays in their development 
whatever. 

Of course, even when the very 
greatest of care is observed some- 
thing may develop in the flock and in 
this case good, clean conditions will 
prove a very big help. df, just as soon 
as trouble shows itself, the specimen 
showing it is removed or isolated and 
disinfectants used freely, using yome 
thing like permanganate of potash for 
a few days in the drinking water to 
prevent spread from that direction, 
the trouble will be stopped as a rule 
If the trouble is a bad one, perhaps 
it is beat to kill and bury the bird 
showing its appearance On it, for un 
jess a very Valuable one the curing of 
a bad case only leaves an iuvalid 
about to nurse into a questionably 
valuable bird to use.

Marketing Poultry Products 


Co-operative Marketing of Poultry and 
Eggs in the West 

While the activities of the live 
stock branch of the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture with regard to the 
organization of Co-operative Egg and 
Poultry Marketing associations have 
been largely confined to date to the 
eastern provinces of the Dominion, 
the need and opportunity for work of 
this kind in the western provinces 
has not been overlooked. 

From the fact that co-operative 
marketing of poultry products 
something new, it was thought advis- 
able to thoroughly test out the prac- 
ticability of the system before ex- 
tending it to a wider area. Satisfac- 
tory results having been obtained in 
the east, arrangements are now being 
made to extend the work to the west- 
ern provinces. : 

—The new field to be organized will 
receive the benefit of the experience 
of men who have been associated vith 
the co-operative work since its in- 
ception. Mr. T. A. Bengon, who for 
the past three years had been in 
charge of the co-operative organiza- 
tion in Prince MAward Island, is being 
transterred to the province of Alberta 
to fill a positiou similar to that which 
he has held In Prince Edward Island. 

Mr. J. Ho gdare, who has had an ex- 
tensive experience in this work, not 
only with the Ontario provincial de- 
partment of agriculture, but also dur- 
ing the last two years with the com- 
mercial and marketing end of the 
work undertaken by the live stock 
branch, has been given general super- 
vision of the Kgg Circle work being 
conducted by the branch. )ir. llare 
is now in the western provinces, and 
will devote the greater part of his 
time for the next year to directing 
operations here. For the present he 
will continue his activities principally 
to the province of Saskatchewan

Agricultural

tion Act, 1918-14, and embodies a full 
statement of the scope and nature of 
the measure followed by a review, in 
nine sections, of the work done in 
each province. A section also is de- 
voted to the veterinary colleges of 
Canada, towards which $20,000 a year 
is granted Another ssection covers 
the subjects of “Agricultural Educa 
tion in Manitoba,” “Agricultural In 
struction in) Belgium,” “School Con 
sOlidation,’, and other matters, includ. 
ing a list, briefly explained, of the 
United States’ federal appropriations

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GERMANY’S IMPOSSIBLE 
“PEACE ” 


Germany’s Imperial chanceilor 
has made a speech to the Reich- 
stag, in which he sets forth, 
with sufficient particularity, the 
terms upon which the Teutonic 
powers are prepared to make 
peace. When his real meaning is 
dug out of the somewhat in- 
volved phraseology, it amounts 
to a declaration that the Allies 
must acknowledge themselves 
beaten, and allow Germany to 
do as she likes with what her 
sword has won. . 

Let us see what that would 
mean. The enemy now holds 
Practically all of Belgium,, cight 
thousand square miles of France, 
a hundfed thousand square miles 
of Russia, and most of Serbia. 
In conjunction with her allies 
and dupes she has opened a 10ad 
to Constantinople, with access to 
the whole of Turkey in Asia. 
Practioally, therefore, if she can 
hold her gains, she has achieved 
her ambition of being master 
from the North Sea to the Per- 
sian Gulf. 

Nor is this all. What colonies 

she had overseas have-been taken 
from her, but she would, of 
course, demand them back, to- 
gether with a few more. All of 
North Africa. would fall to her 
share, with a miscellaneous col- 
lection’ of islands in the Medi- 
terranean and elsewhere, which 
she might like to have as sta- 
tions for her fleet. This, to- 
gether with an indemnity to pay 
her war expenses, with a little 
something to help her industries 
get on their feet again, would 
be what she would ask. 
Perhaps .some people may re- 
gard this as a skit of imagina- 
tion. But it isn’t. Not in the 
least. It is in sober fact what 
Germany thinks herself entitled 
to as the result of her military 
victories to date. And it is 
practically what‘ she would get 
if we were to quit now. “World! 
power or downfall,’ said, Bern- 
hardi, and it is abundantly 
plain that the German dream has 
suffered,no change. She is con 
vinced that these objects have 
already been achieved and she is 
waiting patiently for the rest of 
us to see it.

whether or not another session

election. 

Almost the first, certainly the 
most important, matter with 
which the members will have to 
deal, will be the advisability or 
otherwise of lengthening the life 
of the present parliament. Ne- 
gotiations looking to some set- 
tlement of this point are known 
to have been going on between 
Sir: Robert Borden and Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, but it is not un- 
derstood that the two Jeaders 
have yet reached an agreement. 
In any event their action would 
have to await parliamentary 
sanction, and this, in turn, 
would depend upon the general 
expression of public opinion. 

It may be taken for granted 
that the people do not wish for 
a general election. Under odi- 
Mary circumstances a proposition 
that men elected for five years 
should vote themselves into the 
job for an extra year or .wo, 
would meet+ with little favor. 
But, as things stand, the 1 co- 
ple’s minds are occupied with 
the war, and an appeal to the 
electors would arouse comp.ra- 
tively slight interest. 

Two propositions have thus fer 
been put forward. One ,contem- 
plates an extension, for a year, 
during which -the government 
should undertake not to intro- 
duce ‘any domestic legislation 
without the consent of both 
sides. The other is an extension 
until the end.of the war, plus a 
certain further period, to be a- 
greed upon, and the government 
to continue: to exercise all 
functions, provided it can com- 
mand, as it can, a majority in 
the House of Commons. 

Probably the correspondence 
hetween the two party leaders 
will be laid upon the table of 
the House. The next step would 
naturally be for the government 
to put forward their proposals, 
formally or informally.

How Japan Helps| 


Count Okuma, Premier, Tells Corres: 
pondent All Possible Aid Will 
be Rendered Allies 
While Japan will be upable to send 
troops to the European theatre of war 
she will gladly assist the entente al- 
lies as far as she can financially, and 
lend them the support of her arsen- 
als according to Count Okuma, the 


premier, who was interviewed at 
Tokio by the Paris Matin’s corres- 
pondent, 

“There was talk last November 
of Japanese forces fighting in Eur- 
ope,” Count Okuma is reported to 
have said. 

“To haye done that we © should 
have had to send 400,000 men ex- 


pecting to lose 200,000 of them and 
replace them with 200,000 more. We 
have not the necessary transports 
for we should have wanted 2,000,000 
tons of shipping, and our commer- 
cial fleet aggregates only 1,000,000. 
In the face of these figures, Great 
Britain and France understand the 
impossibility of operating. 

“Our sympathies being as strong 
as ever, we should wish to give 
France our financial support at least, 
and thug perhaps hasten the end of 
the war. Japan is not a great finan- 
cial power, but we have certain re- 
sources. We have just covered twice 
over a government loan of 50,000,000 
yen ($15,000,000) and that probably 
would make the issue of a second loan 
diffieult, but to prove our sympathy 
for France we would be happy to give 
our ald, however modest. 

“The impossibility of sending 
troops westward does not prevent us 
from giving the allies naval and 
military support. Our arsenals are 
mobilized as in times of war. We 
play also the role of sentine] in the 


Far East preventing our enemies 
from fomenting revolt among the 
warlike Mussulman people who 


might be tempted to profit from your 
difficulties. We aro doing everything 
necessary to guard against damage to 
the Trans-Siberian railway whereby 
our supplies reach Kussia. The prin- 
ciples back of all Japanese action is 
that while our aljies are fighting we 
shall not allow them to be attacked 
from behind.”

~The Magic of Garlic 


Has Been Proven to Have Magical 
Properties in the Treatment of 
Wounds 
One of the most important medical 
discoveries of the war is the magical 
properties of garlic as an antiseptic. | 
It has proved to be a tremendpus boon | 
to the wounded soldiers. The discov- | 
ery was first announced in the Lancet | 
by Dr. A. D. Serrell Cooke and Dr. V. 
Gabriel, two london medical men who 
introduced the remedy into Padding- 
ton Infirmary with remarkable results. 
Of the hundred cases treated there 
not a single failure was recorded. 
Most of these cases were of people in 
very weak health and with terribly in- 
fected wounds, and of infirm, old peo- 
ple who appeared to have no chance 
of recovery. Equally gratifying results 
bave been obtained at the front. When 
applled to a wound the garlic stops 
the infection and heals the wound in 
an astonishifgly quick time, where 
other antisepetics injure the tissues 
if used at the strength required to ar- 
rest the infection. The juice gets the 
infection under control within forty- 
years hours, even in the worst cases. 
The medical properties of garlic 
were well known in our grandmothers’ 
days, and no garden was considered 
complete that did not make proviston 
for medicinal herbs, including garlic. 
But the medical lore of women has 
almost died out. While travelling in 
France recently an army doctor found 
an old peasant woman carrying a 
bunch of garlic. She said she rubbed 
pieces of garlic on sores and found 
that they cured them. Native apothe- 
caries in India effect cures by using 
it as a plaster. Garlic is a popular 
article of diet in Southern Europe, 
and its pungent flavor may be detect- | 
ed any day when passing through the 
foreign quarters of our cities. The 
discovery of its antiseptic properties 
bas enhanced its value.

The food shortage is not confined 
to Berlin. According to the Tage- 
blatt, the commissariat arrangements 
to supply the German troops at Galli- 
poli have broken down hopelessly. 

“Our troops yonder,” the Tagblatt 
says, “though not at the starvation 
point, are suffering serious privations. 
We must send them food. Compli- 
ments on their bravery they do not 
need.
